The- mutineers, landed, but 
were forced to surrender to soldiers. 
The crew of the "Nurnberg seized the 
vessel and started for Norway, but 
were taken by destroyers. The kaiser 
went to Wilhelmshaven himself and 
ordered one out of every seven muti- 
neers shot, but the chancellor pro- 
tested and only three were executed. 
Minister of Marine ~ von Capelle, in- 
forming the reichstag of the occur- 
rence, accused three Independent so- 
cialist deputies of foreknowledge and

fuse to obey orders, paralyze 
and fbrce peace upon the country. The 
accused deputies denied any guilt, but 
Yon Capelle said he had documentary 
proof.

The fact that Von Capelle did not 


ask the reichstag to authorize the 
prosecution of the deputies he named 
leads to the suspicion that he was try- 
Ing to use the incident to weaken the 
political power of the Independent so- 
cialists, but the affair had the oppo- 
site effect and-some of the majority 
socialists joined the Independents.

the delay in the long expected naval 
movement against Petrugrad. 


In the allied countries the story of 


the revolt was hailed as one of the 
most encouraging signs of the year 
ana* it was held that If such dissatis- 
faction exists In the German naval" 
forces, which have not been subjected 
to very severe hammering, the moiale 
of the army must be breaking down. 


New Government For Russia. 


Premier Kerensky, having virtually 


defied the democratic congress, ap- 
pointed

cabinet 


pledged to restore order in the repub- 
lic and suppress anarchy an(l to le- 
new the fighting power of the army. 
Kerensky and several of his colleagues 
went to the front to lay their plans be- 
fore the soldiers, and seemed hopeful 
or gaining their support despite the 
opposition of the council of soldiers 
and workmen. The rail workers went 
on strike, but promised not to tie up 
the operation of the military railroads, 
and later were partly appeased by an 
offer of Increased wages. 


The new government is determined 


to work hard for a universal peace, 
but shows no intention of abandon- 
Ing Its alliances with the foes of Ger- 
many. It Issued a declaration to that 
effect on Wednesday, saying It "will 
extend-its whole strength in. support 
of the" common cause of the allies, to 
defend the country, to oppose every 
attempt at the conquest of territory of 
Bother nations and-every attempt to 
impose the will of others on Russfa." 


Allies' New Drive In Flanders. 


Another sledge hammer blow at the 


Germans in Belgium was struck on 
Tuesday by the British and French 
acting In conjunction. In the midst of 
a furious rainstorm Halg's men ad- 
vanced on a wide front east and north- 
east of Ypres, capturing Poelcapelle 
and the Gravenstafel ridge and other 
elevations that command the generally 
flat country and are Invaluable as ob- 
servation ground.

Deficiency in Fats "NOW More Serious War Factor Than

— To the assembled representatives of 
the county organizations of the Com- 
mittee of Public Safety for the Com 
monwealth of Pennsylvania, in session 
at Philadelphia, Herbert C. Hoover, 
Federaa Food Administrator, gave his 
latest and most Important message tc 
the people and more particularly the 
farmers of the United States.

~Mr. Hoover's address came in the 
midst of a food supply conference, 
arranged by Howard Heinz-, chairman 
of the Department of Food Supply 
The attendance of Public Safety Com 
mlttee chairmen, food supply repre- 
sentatives, and executive secretaries 
numbered about 250 and came from 
practically every county in the state

of prominence heard Mr. Hoover join

Food Control Extended. 


In order to prevent the taking of 


excessive profits and to stop hoarding 
the government's control of foodstuffs 
will fee extended on November 1 to 
Include about all the essential articles 
of diet. By order of the president 
the manufacture, Importation, storage 
and distribution of some twenty prime 
commodities will be licensed by the 
food administration. Farmers, garden- 
ers and many of the smaller dealers 
and manufacturers will be exempt. 


The baking Industry was left out of 


this arrangement, but Mr. Hoover will 
be ready to regulate It as soon as he 
has standardized baking flour, baking 
Ingredients and either the size or the 
price of the loaf. 


Secretary Baker Issued a statement 


praising highly the work of the many 
manufacturing plants that are making 
clothing and other supplies for the 
cantonment camps. 
Since the con 


struction of those camps began nearly 
thirteen million articles have been 
shipped to them. 
In other quarters 


there is much talk of the great short- 
age of workers In such war plants as 
airplane and munition factories, steel 
mills, navy yards and mines, and it is 
said that conscription of millions of 
workmen Is being seriously considered 
by the administration. Industrial ex- 
pansion and the withdrawal of about 
1,500,000 men from their occupations 
for the armed services are held le- 
sponsible for the conditions. In tho 
aircraft factories thousands of women 
arp to be given employment.

'iminishmg production. It is impossi 
jle to take forty million men from 
iroductive labor and devote them to 
var without cutting into the vitals ot 
ood production itself That deficiency 
las been contributed to by stoppage 
of cereals and the diminution of ani 
nails, until qji"cereals alone this yeai'fc 
iroductlon falls below last year's by 
"25 million bushels. 
Therefore

iaye a load of over a billion and a 
uarter bushels of grain to preserve 
. e normal food consumption of our 
rllies., 
'"This is a load that is beyond our 
. apacity, beyond the combined capa 
ity of the United States and Canada 
ihere is no way of meeting that situ 
ation except that after we have ex 
ported the last grain that we can ex 
oil, they must reduce their consump 
ion to a point where the two endi, 
/neet. 


"It is phj Biologically possible to re- 
'luce the food consumption by forty 
per cent, but on the other hand, sol 
<'er& in the trenches, men in the 
shops, working over-time, and mil 
i">ns of women put to physical labor, 
-dually require more food stuff, than 
i times of peace 
The net result Is 
hat all privation by the reduction of 
consumption operates upon the most 


of animals. This becomes not only a 
problem of the future for the nation, 
but it also becomes an immediate 
problem, and our immediate problem 
is acute. 
" During the last year we have 
slaughtered in hogs alone a large per- 
centage of the hog population. 
In 
other words, whereas we .-naually 
, 
.- 
slaughter something like 60 per cent 
of our total hog inhabitants, this year 
we have slaughtered over 100 per cent. 
it we take the three pre-war years as 
100, we can see that during the last 
twelve months we have slaugntered

means that as we have increased our 
exports of animal products, largely

"Today about 60 per cent of the 
normal arrival of hogs Is reaching the 
markets in this country, and we are 
faced with a shortage In fats, and we 
are faced with that shortage at the 
very moment when we must be m 
creasing our exports to our allies. 
"We are facing a large feed crop 
this year — a crop, In fact, as we calcu 
late it, twenty-five per cent greater 
than the animals we have to eat it. 
We will, therefore, have a fairly low 
range of prices for food stuff, and we 
will with this situation have a high 
range ot prices In animads Therefore, 
it must be in the immediate interest 
of the farmers of this country to raise 
hogs, more hogs, and still more hogs. 
More Hogs Needed For Years Ahead. 


"And 
it is not only an immediate 
interest, but It is an interest that will 
last, not only for the penod-of the war, 
but for many years to come, and the 
greatest help we can obtain from our 
farming population today, is to get a 
quick response in animal products. 
"I have" believed that if we could go 
<.hrough the state of Pennsylvania, 
teal the farmers of the state that this 
country should raise three more ho»e 
as against one of last year, that Is 
three to oneT-if they will do that sort 
jf work, it will be serving the countrj 
and b« a benefit. 


"The difference between democracy 
and autocracy is a question of whether 
people can be organized from the bot- 
tom or from the top down. 
If, in 
our defense, it becomes necessary to 
organize from the top down I trust we 
will do so. But the moment we have 
done this, we will have undermined 
the individual, and our own people are 
reduced to an autowacy. It is, tnere- 
fore, worth our whide to make tne ef- 
fort to carry this thing through on a 
volunteer basis."

George Wharton Pepper, chairman of 
the state committee, made a stirring 
appeal for efficient effort in every dis- 


Lriet 
Mr Pepper said 


"The 
efficiency of the work that we 


are going to do for the cause of Pub 
He Safety in this commonwealth is 
going to depend almost entirely upon 
the appraisement which we as individ- 
uals make of the seriousness of the 
situation in which our country finds 
itself at the present time. 


"If a man believes that this war 
will be over in ninety days, if he be- 
lleVes that it is going to end without 
seiious inconvenience on our part or 
if not that, that at least at the first 
approach of our advance guard the 
kaiser Is going to state his readiness 
to come down, if that is the state of 
mind of a man, I am quite sure that 
to him the Committee or Public Safety 
Is a quite unnecessary organization, 
he is not going to spend much time 
or much energy In its service 
"On the other hand, if a man has, 
as I have, a living and burning con- 
viction that we are in for a long and 
bloody fight, and that upon the issue 
of that conflict depends the very ex- 
istence of the idea of democracy in 
government among men—if that Is 
the man's conviction, then he will 
look upon the work of this Committee 
of Public Safety as a God-given op- 
portunity to express the patriotism 
that is welling inside of him. 
"It 
seems 
superabundantly clear 
that the allies cannot win this war 
except at the price of the life-blood ot 
our mothers and daughters We must 
keep on because without our aid the 
allies cannot win the war, and unless 
this war is won by the allies the 
things that we stand for cannot sur- 
vive or prevail 
"There are many of us, I k^"w, who 
wish to God that we couild' exchange 
chairmanships and secretaryships for 
the more active service on the line, 
but If we can't, if they won't have us 
on any terms, at least let us consti- 
fute ourselves an effective support to 
those that do go to the front, and be 
the guardians and custodians of the 
homes that will be waiting for them 
whan they come back 
"I speak with a degree of intensity 
which only faintly indicates the way

All persons, firms, corporations and 


associations, engaged in the business 
either of operating cold storage ware- 
houses (a cold storage warehouse, for 
the purpose of this proclamation, being 
defined as any place artificially or me- 
chanically cooled or below a tempera- 
ture of 45 degrees above zero fahren- 
teit, in which food products are placed 
and held for 30 days or more), oper- 
ating elevators, warehouses, or other 
places for storage of corn, oats, bar- 
ley, beans, rice, cotton seed, cotton 
seed cake, cotton seed meal or peanut 
meal or importing or manufacturing 
(including milling, mixing or packing) 
or distributing (including buying and 
selling) any of the following commodi- 
ties: 
Wheat, wheat flour, rye or rye flour. 
Barley or barley flour.

These Samaritans sought to frustrate 
this work of God by: 


(1) An Alliance With the Jews 


(4 -2, 3). They wanted to bring the work 
in harmony \vith their own religious 
practices, as God's pure worship would 
be a constant rebuke to them. This is 
ever the way of the world, to seek to 


--effect a compromise with God's chil- 


dren; but God's call is separation. 
"Come out from among them" (2 Cor. 
6-14-18). Nothing so weakens-God's 
cause as worldly alliance and compro- 
mise. There is but one answer to be 
given to such an offer of compromise. 
"Ye have nothing to do with us in 
bxillding a house unto our God." We 
are in the world, but not of the world. 


(2) Weakening the Hands of the 


People (4:4). Doubtless this included 
the withdrawal of supplies, the spread- 
ing of dissension among the workmen, 
and tfie employment of counselors 
against them. 


(3) Letters of Accusation to the Per- 


sian King (4:6, 7). So severe was this 
opposition that the building was de- 
layed for a term of years. These coun- 
selors succeeded in creating doubt as 
to whether Cyrus had ever issued a de- 
cree for theirS-eturn. This wicked op- 
position resulted in the "undoing of the 
opposers, for search was made and a 
copy was found. Darius confirmed this 
by his own decree, and directed that 
aid "be given from the royal taxes so 
that the house of God might be built. 


IV. The Temple Completed and Dedi- 


cated (6:14-18). The Prophets Haggai 
and Zachariah now appear, and by 
warnings, exortations and entreaties 
stir up the people so-that the work 
goes forward to a successful comple- 
tion. Without their aid probably the 
work would never have been completed. 
Human nature at times needs to be 
cheered and urged forward. 
These 


prophets did not themselves work in_ 
the building of the walls, yet their 
work was of even greater importance. 


It is generally found that this 


is so with the religious leaders today. 
The words of cheer and encouragement 
of the Christian minister are needed 
daily for those who labor in the build- 
ing of the LoTd's house. Were it not 
for them many would give up the strug- 
gle. When the building was finished it 
was dedicated to God with great joy. 
This was possible because they ha i 
bullded and finished their task accord- 
Ing to the commandment of the God of 
Israel. The-service of dedication was 
-much after the order of thnt of Solo- 
mon's, temple, only on a less magnifi- 
cent scale.
